Deducing alwayes the fift 
pare thereof; which Wee out of Our Fatherly and Royall care for the 
well of Our ſaid Kingdome , ot daine to be deduced , ot the ſaids teinds 
ſeuerallie valued as faid is, for the cafe and comtort of our Subjectes, 
Reſeruing alwayes libertic to ſuch as ſhall be enormely hurt and grieued 
in the valuations ſoteſaids, ether conjundthie or ſeverallie made, to ap- 
peale to Vs or to Our Patliament, to the eſfect Wee may take ſuch or- 
der therein, as may tectiſie all abuſes and diſorders commited ot to bee 
committed in the {aides valuations. And as to the pryce of Teindes , 
Wee finde the pryce of each hundreth markes of teind conſiſting in 
money, to bee valued and eſteemed to nine yeares purchaſe, and where 
the ſaids Tcinds confiſts in victuall, or others bodies is of goods: Be- 
cauſe there is great difference of the qualitie of victuall, and of the o- 
ther bodies of Teindes ,both in ſpaces and kindes, and in worth, and 
_ , according to the diverſe places in the Countrie where the 
ine groweth and are bred, Theretore We decerne and ordaine try- 
all to be taken by out Commillioners appointed or to be appointed by 
Vs, of the pryce worth and eſtimation of each Chalder of victuall, and of 
all other bodies of goods, wherein the Teindes conſiſteth in kindes and 
goodneſle , as the famine commoniie ruleth in each part of. the Coun- 
trie: And this beeing _ and condiſcended vpon , and the pryces 
thereof beeing redacted in moneys.

fauours (hall bee anfwerable to their warrandice , and no wayes inferi- 
out thereto : The (aids perſons, and {wa many of them who haue their 
actions of warrandice teſerued to them in maner ſoteſaid: Exhibiting & 
producing their ſaids — the warrendice forefaid: To our Ads 
voc at at ſuch dyets and times as ſhould be appointed and preſcriued to 
them by Vs or Our Chancellour at Out command and direction, betore 
the giuing foorth of Our determination in the Premiſſis z As in the ſaids 
generall ſubmiſſions at more length is contained. And for ſo meckie,as 
Wee according to the ptouiſions contained in the ſaids Submiſſions by 
Our Letter of the date the laſt of J 1 62 $. Gaue ſpeciall warrand to 
Our Commiſſioners for production of the ſoreſaids Tacks , Leaſſes and 
others ſoteſaids: Who by their act and ordinance , of the date the eight 
of »f : And by publicke Proclamation paſt therevpon;z Ordained 
that all the (aids perſons hauing entreſſe , ſhould compeare before them 
ypon the firſt of Nascar 1 6.2 8 yeares: Bringing and producing with 
them all their Leaſſes and Tackes of other mens Teindes ſette to them 
or their authours before their erections, togethet withall their righes 
and ſecurities of the foreſaids Teinds, beating abſolute warrandice, or 
warrandice of their owne moneys incaſe of eviction: To the effect, the 
ſamine might bee ſeene and conlidered by Our Aduocat , with cerrifis
